UNJUSTIFIABLE VIOLENCE 



Another regretable fracas took place last uiirht be- 
tween the police force of Montreal and tlic stm.euts of 
the University. As on many previous ocuassious much 
I'Vidence of au uun-liablc nature has been brought for- 
wanl and as there is a brobability of a somewhat serious 
sf(iuel 10 this duair in the police courts, it is highly de- 
suable, tliat a common sense attitude should be adopted 
towards the matter by the students. 

We have mititer spate to spare nor time to butud in 
iatneiUiuK tUs eoiiisioii with the aulliorilies or perhaps 
we might say tlieiv eol!;siou with us. however, we wish 
to urge two things upou the readers of this editorial. 

First ; if you were an eye witness of any of the vari- 
oiis phases of this afiair, write out, in a few bri.-f words 
what you saw uu.i heard, sign your name to it, with 
your address and send it to US, 

Second : if you know any responsible persons who 
were witnesses of any part of the occurrence, notify Mr 
GreRor Barclay, or the Editor of this paper. 

Three years ago an occurrence of a similar nature 
occurred and on that occassion it was clearly proved 
that the police acted in an unwarranted manner al- 
though they undoubtedly had some provocation In the 
previous disturbance they made no attempt to arrest 
students but' deliberately stretched them cold on the 
street und then even went so it ss deUberately to kick 
them when down. ' 

This matter was ^aken to court and after some delay 
a severe reprimand •<»>wnistered to several members 
y| the force. •. 

It is a notorious fact tbat the Montreal police force 
is an underpaid and undermanned body of men and it is, 
perhaps, too much to expect common-sense action from 
individuals possessing tbe intellect and abilit.? of the 
average Montreal policeman. 

There is, however, a limit to all things, and the un- 
warranted action on the part of the drivers of the patrol 
wagon, who with no warning and with their gong silent, 
charged through the students while they were proceeding 
up McOill College Avenue, calls for immediate action. 

It is attested by many eye-witnesses that the bell on 
the patrol wagon number five was ringing npon St 
Catherine Street, but that when it turned up MoOill 
College Avenue and bore down upon the unsuspecting 
students moving up to the Strathcona Hall, no warning 
was given of its approach. 

A; :i result seveml men were knocked down and two 
injured. 

There can be no justification brought forward for 
fi tious of th s description. This form of reckless bru- 
tality cannot be to!tratcd. 

Arc we to be nddea dowu by a ruthless police ? 
Should luen who take no aitivc pi.rt in an affray of this 
nature be liable to arrest ? Arc the police at liberty to 
endanger lives at their own good pleasure Î 

These are questions to which there is but one answer, 
and that is, NO ! 

We offtr net apology for those students who were 
arrested in active defiance of law and order. We have 
no fault to find with action of a reasonable and warrant- 
able kind on the part oi the police, but we must insist 
that when the police force of Montreal oversteps its 
powers and acts in a ra-- - n-hich is both in^um-an a id 
unjustifiable it mtist be called to account. There is no 
doubt that a strong irejndife a -ni'st the stuients exists 
among members of the force a i l that they act ciecord- 
ingly when opportunity arises is only too well-known. 

Ignorance and prejudice have been features which, 
in the past, have marked the behaviour of the guardians 
of the law in all such encounters with McOill men. 

Retaliation by the students can and must only he ob- 
tained through the ordinary processes of the courts of 
justice, and we demand that n sane aud careful investi- 
gation iiito both sides of the case, be ina^'e by compet- 
ent parties and that if evidence is oHtnirtcd to vr^T-^Tit 
action of n punitory nctnre, steps be taken intmcdiately 
to this end. ■
